“Gigging is primary means of 
sanctioned support,” states 
Gravity-Vector. “We made an 
album in ’99 called Tora Borealis 
which we immediately had out- 
lawed, confiscated and burned in 
the streets. Anyone caught with a 
copy was flogged in the stadium 
before a jeering crowd of onlook- 
ers. A glorious but frustrating 
scenario, I assure you.” 

The members of TOAT are as 
hard on themselves as they are 
on their fans, however. In a sce- 


nario that has been described 
“like Spinal Tap, but much | 
funny,” the group has mutilated 
or killed half of a dozen drum- 
mers since they started out. The 
offences have ranged from danc- 
ing to blowing out an amp. Their 
last drummer had his hand cut 
off after missing practice. 

“{The drummer] was weak. His 
disrespect was intolerable, so 
yes, I cut off his hand, but it’s not 
like we kicked him out of the 
group — that is an unfounded lie 
spread by the immoral American 
media. In fact, we even toured 
with him for a while until he 
went into self-imposed exile. It 
was simply a case of artistic dif- 
ferences — he said he couldn’t 
do the Def Leppard thing.” 

Sometimes this loathing has 
unexpected consequences.

iF there’s a problem with the 
musical Cabaret, it’s that the cabaret 
part is all in your head and not on 
your lips. 

Of course, the Citadel’s enthusi- 
astically received production suc- 
ceeded in part precisely because it 
evoked the atmosphere of a Berlin 
nightclub so convincingly.But 
some of you, duly persuaded, 
might have fancied a little some- 
thing wet and refreshing to make 
the experience doubly authentic. 

Well, you needn't be shy about 
ordering a beverage in the middle 
of Cocktails for Two Hundred, open- 
ing this week at the Jekyl and 
Hyde Pub. In fact, Image Theatre 
artistic director Robert Loucks 
wants you set aside your assump- 
tion that “theatre” means “formal.” 

This show’s intended audience is 
composed of “people who want to 
go out for an evening and relax 
and enjoy themselves. If they want 
to smoke, there’s a smoking area. 
They can order something to eat, 
they can order a drink, they can 
visit.” Patrons can arrive an hour 
early and stay as late as they'd like. 

Cocktails for Two Hundred is a 
domestic comedy about a show biz 
couple, Charles (Joseph 
Chambrinho) and Daphne 
(Chantal Perron) who click onstage

Unfortunately, Hammond was 
slightly pre-occupied for his con- 
cert here at the Winspear thanks 
to the unsettling turn of events 
that overshadowed much of the 
music presented at Jazz City this 
year. 

A close second was Maria 
Muldaur’s Richland Woman Blues 
recording for Stony Plain Records 
that found the singer baptizing 
herself in the songs of Bessie 
Smith, Memphis Minnie and Rev. 
Gary Davis. 

There were a handful of other 
notable blues treats in 2001. One 
was the opportunity to catch the 
Metro screening of the excellent 
documentary Louie Bluie that 
focused on the music of blues fid- 
dler Howard Armstrong. Another 
was immersing myself in Bill 
Wyman’s exhaustive history of 
the music titled Blues Odyssey, 
while Charles Shaar Murray’s 
biography of John Lee Hooker, 
titled Boogie Man, was also a 
detailed and insightful read. Little 
did we know that the last chapter 
of John Lee’s life was being writ- 
ten in 2001. 

On the disc front there were 
some fine compilations including 
one from Irma Thomas titled If 
You Want It, Come and Get It on 
Rounder Heritage. True North 
Records issued a couple of good 
ones including the Mississippi 
John Hurt set Revisited and Albert 
King’s Guitar Man. Two of the bet- 
ter re-issues were Mississippi Delta 
Bluesman from Honeyboy 
Edwards and the classic Muddy 
Waters at Newport:1960. To round 
it all out, four of my favorite 
releases of new material were 
Jimmie Vaughan’s Do You Get The 
Blues?, Chris Thomas King’s The 
Legend of Tommy Johnson, 51 
Phantom from the North 
Mississippi All-stars and the 
unexpected surprise of the year, 
the blues-dipped Heretics and 
Privateers from Steppenwolf’s 
John Kay.

Disney ‘classic’ gets IMAXed

A. Beauty and the Beast. A tale as 
old as time, and by that I mean it 
originally came out in 1991. 

Today, in 2002, we know Disney 
animation as a grinding exercise 
in exhausted formula filmmaking 
characterized by sappy musical 
numbers and peppily annoying 
secondary characters. Pocahontas, 
The Hunchback of Notre Dame, 
Hercules, Mulan... each one an 
increasingly desperate attempt to 
squeeze something living out of a 
once-vital movie playbook. 

In fact, these days the formula is 
so tired they’ve even taken to fid- 
dling with it by removing the 
songs; witness last year’s Dinosaur. 
And then, of course, there was this 
year’s big Disney animated movie. 
Anybody recall what that was? 
Anybody at all? Does Atlantis ring 
any bells? I thought not. 

In fact, Disney seems to have 
almost given Up on their own in- 
house animated epics entirely and 
just handed the responsibility over 
to Pixar, who went on to make Toy 
Story, Toy Story 2, and Monsters 
Inc. 

But10 years ago, the Disney for- 
mula wasn’t even a formula yet, 
and their movies were good. In 
1990, after years of duds like 
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Beauty and the Beast 
Now showing

Oliver and Company, Disney roared 
back into theatres with The Little 
Mermaid, which just happened to 
be awesome. People sat up and 
took notice, and in 1991 Disney 
followed Mermaid up with Beauty 
and the Beast, which was good 
enough to get nominated for Best 
Picture. 

Well, it’s 2002, and Beauty and 
the Beast is back, and it’s on IMAX. 
For a big fancy-pants re-release, 
Disney hasn’t really gone in and 
monkeyed with success too much. 
With the exception of one new 
song, Human Again, it’s the same

P..: Ken Russell’s had a bad 
decade. The naughty boy of 
British cinema (if you discount 
Peter Greenaway, Derek Jarman, 
Alex Cox, and many other naugh- 
tier directors) hasn’t shocked any- 
one since he cast his wife in the 
title role in 1991’s Whore. In his 
day, Russell was the director of 
choice for sexually repressed anti- 
socialites — a major demographic 
in the days before PG-13, Now, all 
but forgotten outside of his home- 
land, Russell's major contribution 
to film history is twofold: he 
directed The Who’s Tommy; and 
he did Altered States.
